Premier Ed Stelmach — pilloried as a 
hayseed lightweight and wounded by 
personal poll numbers that threaten his 
party’s 40-year dynasty— says he has an¬ 
swered the bell for a quarter century, 
but now it tolls for him. 

“After 25 years of public service, I am 
not prepared to serve another full term 
as premier,” Stelmach told a news con¬ 
ference yesterday. 

It was a surprise announcement that 
delivered a tectonic jolt to Alberta’s 


political landscape just as it enters an 
election cycle for a vote Stelmach had 
previously pledged would come in 
March 2012. By law the date could now 
be pushed out as far as March 2013. 

Stelmach said he will submit his 
resignation papers soon, triggering a 
leadership race to replace him. 

He fingered the Tories’ main political 
rival on the right, the Wildrose Alliance, 
as one of the reasons he is going. He 
expected operatives to come at him this 


year with attack ads and gutter politics. 

“There is a profound danger that the 
next election campaign will focus on 
personality and U.S.-style, negative-at¬ 
tack politics that (would be) directed at 
me personally,” he said. 

“The danger is that it could allow for 
an extreme-right party to disguise itself 
as a moderate party by focusing on per¬ 
sonality — on me.”

U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma called for unity with 
newly empowered Republi¬ 
cans in a State of the Union 
policy speech that laid the 
foundation for the second 
half of his presidential term 
and next year’s fight for re- 
election. 

Obama staked out terri¬ 
tory in America’s political 
centre. He defended pro¬ 
grams dear to his Demo¬ 
cratic base, including the 
federal Social Security pen¬ 
sion program and his 
health-care overhaul.

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Soldiers losing 
war on flab, 
drinking: Study 

O Inadequate physical fitness, sedentary lifestyles 
plague Forces, survey finds O Obesity on rise 


Canadian Forces personnel 
are getting fatter, more 
sedentaiy in their work, 
less physically active and 
becoming heavier drinkers, 
according to a new military 
study. 

The Health and Lifestyle 
Information Survey also 
found members are still re¬ 
luctant to seek out mental 
health services for fear it 
will hurt their military ca¬ 
reers, despite several new 
Defence initiatives to re¬ 
duce the stigma of doing so. 

The document also 
found there was a three 
per cent increase in the 
number of obese people 
since the last survey in 
2004, even with a renewed 
push on fitness promotion. 


Fat Forces 


The voluntary, mailed sur¬ 
vey involved about 3,700 
full-time Forces members 
for 2008-2009. 

► Nearly 48% were 
overweight, an alarming 
23.5% deemed obese, and 
29% were of normal 
weight. 

► The survey was recently 
posted on the National 
Defence website. 

“The study results cer¬ 
tainly indicate to us that, 
like the rest of the Canadi¬ 
an population, we’re not 
immune to this epidemic of 
obesity,” Col. Colin MacKay, 


the military’s director of 
health protection, said yes¬ 
terday from Ottawa. 

The survey also found al¬ 
most half of the respon¬ 
dents had more than two 
standard alcoholic drinks a 
day — above the “low-risk” 
drinking guidelines set by 
the Centre for Addictions 
and Mental Health. Despite 
the numbers, MacKay says 
he believes members of the 
military are in better shape 
than the average Canadian 
— a belief he said is sup¬ 
ported by the more than 
20,000 personnel who en¬ 
gaged in “vigorous” deploy¬ 
ments in Afghanistan, 
Haiti, elsewhere and do¬ 
mestically in recent years.

Prime Minister Vladimir 
Putin vowed revenge yes¬ 
terday for the suicide 
bombing that killed 35 
people at a Moscow airport 
— a familiar tough-on- 
terrorism stance that has 
underpinned his power 
but also led to a rising 
number of deadly attacks 
in Russia. 

Lax security also was 
blamed for Monday’s explo¬ 
sion in the international ar¬ 
rivals area of Domodedovo 
Airport that also injured 
180 people, with President 
Dmitry Medvedev criticiz¬ 
ing police and managers at 
the airport, the largest of 
three that serve the capital. 

NTV television showed a 
photograph of what it said 
was the detached head of 
the suspected bomber. In¬ 
vestigators have said DNA 
testing will be necessary be¬ 
fore the man, who appears 


to be in his 30s, can be iden¬ 
tified. 

A two-second video of 
the blast itself, broadcast on 
state television and said to 
be from a closed-circuit TV 
camera, showed a burst of 
flames and passengers 
falling and fleeing as smoke 
filled the hall. 

No one has claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for the attack, 
but suspicion has fallen on 
Islamist separatists from 
Chechnya or elsewhere in 
the restive Caucasus region, 
who have been battling 
Russian authority for more 
than 15 years. 

Chechen insurgents 
have claimed responsibili¬ 
ty for an array of attacks, 
including a double suicide 
bombing on Moscow’s sub¬ 
way system last year that 
killed 40 people. They also 
have used Domodedovo 
Airport before, with two 



suicide bombers slipping 
through its security in 
2004 to kill 90 people 
aboard flights that took off 
from there. 

Putin rose to power in 
2000 on a now-famous vow 
that Chechen rebels would 
be hunted down and killed 
“in the outhouse.” But de¬ 
spite a second devastating 
war that brought Chech¬ 
nya back under Moscow’s 
control and sanctioning 
the violent rule of his cho¬ 
sen Chechen leader, Putin 


has been unable to wipe 
out the Islamic insurgency 
that has spread across 
much of the Caucasus. 

A brutal crackdown on 
the insurgency has pro¬ 
duced a backlash that has 
led to almost daily attacks 
on police and security 
forces in the Caucasus and 
brought the terror to 
Moscow. 

Muscovites have also 
seen a sharp rise in ethnic 
tensions between Slavic 
Russians and Muslims 
from the Caucasus, many 
of whom come to the capi¬ 
tal in search of work. 

Putin was stern in ad¬ 
dressing the Cabinet, vow¬ 
ing that “this crime will be 
solved and revenge is in¬ 
evitable.” 

He did not elaborate 
and it was unclear what 
new actions he could take.

The King’s Speech led this 
year’s Academy Award

The real surprise this 
year came with the quiet 
independent film Winter’s 
Bone, which landed nomi¬ 


nations in four high-pro¬ 
file categories: Best Pic¬ 
ture, Best Actress 
(Lawrence), Best Support¬ 
ing Actor (John Hawlces) 
and Best Adapted Screen¬ 
play. The film about a 
stark life of poverty in the 
Ozarks, was a favorite at 
last year’s Sundance Film 
Festival. David Fincher’s 
The Social Network, which 
has won an impressive 
number of critics’ associa¬ 
tion awards and the Gold¬ 


en Globe for Best Picture 
— Drama, received eight 
nominations, including 
nods for Fincher, lead ac¬ 
tor Eisenberg, screen¬ 
writer Aaron Sorkin and 
composers Trent Reznor 
and Atticus Ross. 

With 10 films up for 
Best Picture a second year 
in a row, some experts 
look to the Best Director 
nominees to determine 
which five are the real 
front-runners for the top 
prize. This year, those five 
are Darren Aronofsky for 
Black Swan, David O. Rus¬ 
sell for The Fighter, Tom 
Hooper for The King’s 
Speech, David Fincher for 
The Social Network and 
Joel and Ethan Coen for 
True Grit. While Christo¬ 
pher Nolan’s inventive In¬ 
ception racked up eight 
nominations, including 
Best Picture and Best Origi¬ 
nal Screenplay, Nolan was 
shut out of the directing 
categoiy.

OBSESSED COPS: WE LOVE 'EM 


Everyone loves new and 
original characters in 
movies. 

One of the great pleas¬ 
ures of last year was 
watching Natalie Port- 
man transform a stock 
ballerina character into 
something we’ve never 
seen before. Beautiful. 

But where would the 
movies be without 


straight-ahead stock 
characters like the arro¬ 
gant pilot or the rebel¬ 
lious teen? This week 
The Factory, starring 
John Cusack, revisits one 
of the most frequently 
exploited big screen 
stereotypes: the obsessed 
cop. 

The cop-on-a-mission 
character is nothing new. 


Film Noir is jam packed 
with police with some¬ 
thing to prove. 

Check out The Big 
Combo, a little seen but 
worthwhile movie from 
1955, which sees Cornel 
Wilde as a cop so fanati¬ 
cal about arresting a 
crime boss he funds the 
investigation out of his 
own pocket. Good gritty 
stuff. 

More recently, Matt 
Dillon was the best thing 
in Takers as a detective 
who relentlessly tracked 
an elite band of bank 
robbers. 

He’s played cops be¬ 
fore — a racist one in 
Crash for instance — and 
been in trouble with real 
policemen — he was 
busted doing almost 
twice the speed limit in 
2008 — but this is the 
first time he’s played one 
straight out of Central 
Casting. 

Russell Crowe, howev¬ 
er, has taken on the 
stock character more 
than once. 

Most famously, he 
played Richie Roberts, 
based on the real life de¬ 
tective who doggedly 
tracked one of the 
biggest heroin kingpins 
of the 1970s, Frank Lu¬ 
cas, played by Denzel 
Washington. 

In a strange twist to 
the story the real Richie 
Roberts later became a 
lawyer and served as 
Frank Lucas’s defense at¬ 
torney, and, to add and 
even more bizarre twist, 
became godfather to Lu¬ 
cas’s son. 


In Tenderness, Crowe 
plays Lt. Cristofuoro, a 
Buffalo detective who 
takes a “special interest” 
— read: “becomes ob¬ 
sessed with” — Eric 
Komenlco, a teen who 
murdered his parents. 

Cristofuoro was the 
cop who originally ar¬ 
rested Eric and is con¬ 
vinced he’ll kill again. 

Crowe was originally 
meant to be a supporting 
player, but was con-

Smack in the middle of San 
Francisco’s Chinatown, 
Portsmouth Square is a 
kaleidoscope of sounds, 
smells and colours. 

The cadence of Chinese 
dialects fills the air and 
splashes of red and gold 
glow from shop windows to 
banners strung across the 
narrow streets. 

The rich smell of roast 
duck curls out of hole-in- 
the-wall eating places, 
blending with the faint 
smell of incense burning on 
modest shrines. 

Hard to believe that only 
a few blocks away lie the 
designer boutiques and 


gourmet coffee shops of a 
cosmopolitan western city. 

But that’s what it means 
to visit San Francisco’s Chi¬ 
natown, a magic carpet of a 
destination that can take 
you from West to East in ze¬ 
ro to 60 steps. 

“What’s really signifi¬ 
cant about San Francisco’s 
Chinatown is that it has 
survived for over 100 years. 
Despite the hardships early 
on, the community is still 
here,” says Sue Lee, execu¬ 
tive director of the San 
Francisco-based Chinese 
Historical Society of Ameri¬ 
ca. 

And not just survived 


in San Francisco 


but thrived, she adds. Al¬ 
though many of the origi¬ 
nal inhabitants have moved 
out to other areas of the 
city as well as suburbs, this 
is still a starting point for 
many new immigrants 
from Asia. “It’s a shopping 
district; it’s a residential 
neighbourhood and it’s a 
tourist destination. And 
that’s not by accident.” 

With the Year of the Rab¬ 
bit beginning Thursday, 
Feb. 3, a visit to San Francis¬ 
co’s Chinatown is a great 
way to experience Chinese- 
American culture. 

And the best way to ex¬ 
perience Chinatown is by 


foot, so it’s no surprise 
there are a number of walk¬ 
ing tours available. 

At the Chinese Culture 
Center, tours begin with a 
look at art exhibits at the 
centre, which blend con¬ 
temporary and traditional 
works. 

Then it’s a short stroll to 
Portsmouth Square, where 
you will find dozens of resi¬ 
dents playing mah jongg 
and other games or just sit¬ 
ting and talking. 

San Francisco’s China¬ 
town is the district that al¬ 
most wasn’t. After the 1906 
earthquake, city leaders 
pressed for relocating the 


Chinese to the city out¬ 
skirts. But Chinatown busi¬ 
nessmen came up with a 
plan to rebuild the area and 
make it a tourist attraction 
that would bring more 
money to the city. At the 
Great China Herb Compa¬ 
ny, herbalists carefully 
weigh out intriguing-look¬ 
ing bundles of this and that 
aimed at restoring vitality, 
restoring digestion and gen¬ 
erally curing what ails you. 

East, West, past, future 
— all here. “What’s so fasci¬ 
nating about Chinatown,” 
says Lee, “is it’s so multifac¬ 
eted.”

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Winter fishing in Victoria 


O Why dig a hole in the ice when you 
can hit the seas instead? O Plenty of 
salmon to go around in wintertime 


Most passionate Canadian 
anglers have to use an ice 
drill during these cold 
months. Sports fishing en¬ 
thusiasts in Victoria, how¬ 
ever, have it a lot easier. 

Instead of huddling 
over a hole in a fishing 
shack, they get to catch 
salmon in the dead of win¬ 
ter in the form of the odd¬ 
ly named winter springs. 

Winter springs are 
young chinoolc salmon. 
They stay close to Victoria 
during the winter months 
to feed on schools of her¬ 
ring, before heading out to 
sea where they become 
prized 25-lcilogram-plus 
trophy salmon known as 
Tyee, King, or just Chi¬ 
nook. 

The herring hang out in 
the ocean close to Victoria 
during the winter before 
their run up the Gorge Wa¬ 
terway, which slices 


through the city, before 
they spawn in early spring. 

A common sight in Vic¬ 
toria in late February and 
early March are Gorge 
bridges packed with an¬ 
glers tiying to hook mi¬ 
grating herring, which are 
used for chinoolc bait later 
in the summer. 

But by attracting the 
young chinoolc, the her¬ 
ring also create a unique 
sport fishing opportunity 
at a traditionally slow time 
of the year for tourism. 

“I always pump the win¬ 
ter fisheiy all summer 
long because it’s such a 
strong, consistent fisheiy,” 
said fishing guide Darren 
Beasley. “You’re pretty 
much guaranteed your 
fish. I think I did 20 trips 
last Februaiy and I think I 
limited out on every trip.” 

Anglers are allowed to 
keep two chinoolc each.

Winter springs usually 
weigh between three and 
five kilograms each. 

“It’s right through from 
December to early spring 
where we have a really 
strong winter chinoolc 
fishery,” said Beasley, 37. 
He describes himself as a 
third generation Vancou¬ 
ver Island fishing enthusi¬ 
ast, who has been in the 
sport fishing business for 
17 years. 


Many Victoria salmon 
fishing charters operate 
out of the city’s downtown 
Inner Harbour. The boats 
are moored steps from the 
B.C. legislature and the 
salmon are only minutes 
away. 

“Six miles off Victoria in 
the Strait of Juan de Fuca, 
15 minutes from Victoria 
harbour, and you’re 
pounding salmon,” Beasley 
said. 


He said winter springs 
are full of life and fight 
above their weight. 

“You get a 10-pounder 
and it will fight like a 30- 
pound summer fish,” 
Beasley said. “They’re an in¬ 
credible fighting fish, 
pound for pound. That’s 
why I always go after 
them.” 

Most anglers come to 
Vancouver Island during 
the summer in search of 


monster mature chinoolc 
topping 30 kilograms, but 
winter springs are a solid 
representative of what 
Beasley calls the most 
sought after salmon species 
in the Pacific. 

“The size of fish this 
time of year; they’re rock 
hard, bright red meat, a 
beautiful table fish. It prob¬ 
ably doesn’t get any better 
eating than these winter 
chinoolc.” the Canadian press

Beyond ah 
the glam¬ 
our, gam¬ 
bling, glitz, 
and gaudi¬ 
ness of Las 
Vegas is 
some truly awesome natu¬ 
ral beauty. 

In stark contrast to Sin 
City, only about 20 kilo¬ 
meters away from the fa¬ 
mous lights of the Strip, 
lies stunning Red Rock 
Canyon. When I first ar¬ 
rived at this popular hik¬ 
ing area in a remote 
section of the Mojave 
Desert, I was sure the 
huge striped rock forma¬ 
tions in front of me were 
something out of a Holly¬ 
wood movie set. Now, I’m 
no geologist, but I really 
was amazed by this beauti¬ 
ful area that simply does¬ 
n’t look real. 

Because Red Rock is 
now designated a natural 
conservation area, there is 
a $3.50 fee to enter the 
canyon, but believe me, 
it’s a bargain at 10 times 
the price. I set out to hike 
through giant red rocks as 
tall as skyscrapers, and 


soon realized it could take 
days to see just a fraction 
of them. These million 
year old rocks have a rich 
history, having first at¬ 
tracted native American 
tribes hundreds of years 
ago, due to a natural sup¬ 
ply of water. 

The desert wildlife is al¬ 
so abundant, and ah 
around if you know what 
to look for. After climbing 
to the top of one forma¬ 


tion, I looked out to see a 
couple of desert bighorn 
sheep scaling a steep rock 
face. A half hour later I 
spied two wild burros rest¬ 
ing in the shade. 

This area may be one of 
the best kept secrets of Ve¬ 
gas, but more and more 
people are discovering it. 
The parking lot at the foot 
of the mountains was full 
when I arrived, and I 
passed dozens of other 


hikers along the way. As I 
took in ah this natural 
wonder, it was mind bog¬ 
gling to remember that 
just a 20-minute drive 
away were thousands of 
people gambling, drinking 
and gorging themselves in 
multiple cheap buffets in 
the heart of the strip. 

Also, it’s a lot cheaper 
than dropping a couple of 
hundred bucks in the 
slots!

E mployees love to 
complain about 
their jobs. They of¬ 
ten perceive mis¬ 
treatment at work as an 
invitation to a lawsuit or 
a human rights com¬ 
plaint. 

However, one Ontario 
employee learned that 
not eveiy grievance of un¬ 
fairness at work leads to a 
successful human rights 
complaint. 

Donna Race was one of 
the few females em¬ 
ployed at an Oshawa auto 
assembly line. In 2006, 
she complained that her 
co-workers played the ra¬ 
dio too loud and that the 
excessive noise affected 
her hearing. In response, 
she received threats from

her co-workers and one of made was offside, it did 


them called her a “bitch.” 

Unsatisfied with the way 
her employer handled the 
situation, Race complained 
to the Ontario Human 
Rights Tribunal, arguing 
she had been harassed be¬ 
cause of her gender. 

However, before pre¬ 
senting its case, Race’s em¬ 
ployer contested the 
Tribunal’s jurisdiction to 
entertain the complaint, 
arguing it was not related 
to Race’s gender and that 
her hearing loss was only 
temporaiy. Instead, it ar¬ 
gued that Race’s complaint 
was about the volume of a 
radio, something that a hu¬ 
man rights tribunal has no 
authority to decide. 

Recently, the Tribunal 
agreed. Race failed to 
show that she was treated 
differently at work be¬ 
cause of her gender or a 
disability. Although the 
comment her co-worker 


not amount to discrimina¬ 
tion. 

The decision reiterates 
an important lesson for 
employees: 

Do not bring a human 
rights complaint where 
there is only a marginal 
connection to discrimina¬ 
tion. As a unionized em¬ 
ployee, it should have 
been open to Race to file a 
grievance with her union. 

An apology may be suf¬ 
ficient to vitiate miscon¬ 
duct. Here, the employee 
that called Race a “bitch” 
recognized the comment 
was inappropriate and 
apologized. In the Tri¬ 
bunal’s view, this support¬ 
ed the dismissal of the 
complaint. 

Human rights tribunals 
are not catchalls for gen¬ 
eral claims of unfairness 
or mistreatment at work. 
Seek specialized advice be¬ 
fore taking legal action.

The move from a lowly cu¬ 
bicle to a boss’s desk is a 
humble victory stroll for 
most. However, it can also 
be an all expenses paid 
power trip for that rare 
and loathsome brute that 
mutates into a monster 
just as quickly as the title 
changes. 

Every career leap comes 
with a risk, and if you’ve 
elevated to a higher office, 
career counsellors note 
you’re likely sandwiched 
between executives de¬ 
manding insta-re suits — 
More sales! Faster turn¬ 
around! Prettier Power- 
Points! — and overworked 
underlings with full of ap¬ 
prehension. 

The secret to rendering 
that transition as miser¬ 
able as possible for every 
unfortunate involved is to 
let the stress bring forth 
your inner Bonaparte. 

“People come in there 
with this facade that 


you’re running things 
now, but you’re not auto¬ 
matically going to have re¬ 
spect,” warns Donna Flagg, 
author of Surviving Dread¬ 
ed Conversations. “You 
have to earn it by the 
virtues of your behaviour 
and by how you treat peo¬ 
ple.” 

She says the surest way 
to garner the esteem and

cooperation of your work¬ 
force is “to be really open.” 

“In the first 90 days, 
what you really want to do 
is listen,” career counsel¬ 
lor Barbara Franlcel con¬ 
curs. “People are often 
afraid to voice their ideas, 
like they don’t want to 



stick their necks out. You 
need to set a climate 
where eveiy idea is valued 
and important, even if it 
isn’t acted upon.” 

But if every time you 
fish the office pool for 
fresh ideas you reel in 
empty hooks, “put a little 
structure behind it,” Flagg 
recommends. 

“Schedule on-boarding 
meetings where you give a 
half hour to every person 
and get a sense from them 
about what’s going on,” 
she suggests. “You have to 
say, ‘I want your honest 
opinion,’ and then you 
have to behave in a way 
that doesn’t punish them 
for giving it to you.” 

Too often, Franlcel 
notes, a newly minted 
manager feels pressure to 
be the “ideas boss,” the 
bubbling fountain wherein 
all novel thoughts are 
birthed. 

“That closes you off to a 
lot of opportunities,” Flagg 
cautions. Plus, she adds, it 
turns your workers into 
minions.

FOR OILERS 

The wins aren't really coming for the Oilers 
lately, but that doesn't mean progress has 
stalled. 


his was always going to be 
a rebuilding season and 
the goal is development. 

To that end, Edmonton 
can take solace in the fact 
that even some role players are show¬ 
ing off their best attributes lately. 

Ryan Jones is an interesting case. The 
stocky winger was originally drafted 
out of Jr. B hockey in Ontario by Min¬ 
nesota, then traded to Nashville once 
his collegiate career at Miami, Ohio, 
was completed. Jones played parts of 
two seasons with the Preds where he 
showed flickers of offensive dynamism, 
but never sustained the numbers. In a 
case of fractured luck, he was lucky 
enough to live with former Oiler Jason 
Arnott in Nashville, but the house soon 
caught fire (literally). 

A waiver-wire pickup for Edmonton 
last season, Jones is just now showing 
what brought him earlier success. 

At his best, Jones is a quick, physical 
forward who can throw a big hit on the 
forecheck and create some offence. 
That’s what he has been doing in Ed¬ 


monton lately with linemates Liam 
Reddox and Andrew Cogliano and the 
results are good. The Oilers’ third line 
can be exciting, with Jones providing 
the brawn at six foot one and 202 
pounds, along with some skill. 

You would think a team such as the 
Oilers, playing in the rough-and- 
tumble Northwest Division and with 
the history of the Battle of Alberta in¬ 
grained in their DNA, would have a full 
complement of players who can crash 
and bang, but it’s not the case. J-F 
Jacques certainly has the frame for the 
role, but he hasn’t lived up to that pow¬ 
er-forward potential just yet. Dustin 
Penner, of course, has the size but not 
the snarl — he’s a points guy. Which 
means retaining Jones would be a good 
move for Edmonton’s future. The 
winger is eligible for unrestricted free 
agency this summer and would likely 
command a salary just slightly north of 
$1 million per season. Based on his 
unique skill set on the Oilers, it’s a 
small pittance for someone who fills a 
particular but necessary role.

Gas prices have been 
creeping up all winter. 
As of writing this, the 
national average is 
hovering around $1.12 
per litre. Experts 
predict prices in spring 
will be even higher — 
probably up to $1.20 to 
$1.30 per litre. 


T he spectre of 
continuously 
rising gas prices 
is scary, particu¬ 
larly if you’re 
prone to apoca¬ 
lyptic thoughts and/or 
driving a 1972 Buiclc 
Estate Wagon. 

But according to Roger 
McKnight, a petroleum an¬ 
alyst with En-Pro Interna¬ 
tional, the fear of gas 
prices running out of con¬ 
trol because of insatiable 
worldwide demand is not 
based in reality. 

“There is lots of inven¬ 
tory,” says McKnight. 

In his opinion the cur¬ 
rent higher-than-normal 
prices are attributable to 
the current high-cost of 
crude oil — plus the 
actions of the oil 
companies. 

“If they were just 
following the cost of 
crude, gas prices right now 
should only be about eight 
per cent higher than last 
winter. Right now we’re 
about 15 or 16 per cent 
higher.” 

He figures the extra 
spread is just the fuel com¬ 
panies jacking up their 
profit margins. 

Another factor, accord¬ 
ing to McKnight, is that 
the oil companies are not 
currently adding to their 
stock of gasoline invento¬ 
ries. Refineries typically 
run on a two-season sched¬ 
ule: heating oil and other 
products from May to Sep¬ 
tember; gasoline from Oc¬ 
tober to March. Usually 


they shut down refineries 
in mid to late February, for 
maintenance and for 
“change over” activities. 

This year they’ve sched¬ 
uled these down times for 
mid-January. 

“I’m guessing they’re 
feeling gas inventories are 
too high,” said McKnight. 
Which leads the rest of us 
to not guess why we are so 


cynical about fuel compa¬ 
nies. 

Another gas price 
expert is Jason Toews of 
GasBuddy.com, which 
helps you find the stations 
in your area with the low¬ 
est gas prices. Toews says 
the increasing optimism 
in the economy will also 
keep prices high through 
spring and beyond, adding 


that optimism translates 
to more driving, and more 
speculators driving up 
crude prices. 

Will all this cause riot¬ 
ing in the streets? Not like¬ 
ly- 

“We’ve become desensi¬ 
tized to high gas prices,” 
says Toews. “A dollar a litre 
doesn’t scare anybody any¬ 
more.”

This sentiment is borne 
out by the vehicle sales 
charts. When gas prices 
spike, we no longer seem 
to run to smaller vehicles. 
We buy the type of vehicle 
we want, drive when we 
want, and just seem to 
grin and bear it at the 
pumps. 

Is there a tipping point? 
A pump-price that will 
make us change our driv¬ 
ing and/or purchasing be¬ 
haviours? McKnight says 
Americans freak out when 
their gas hits four dollars a 
gallon, but wasn’t sure 
what it would take to 
shock Canadians. Toews 
thinks $1.60 to $1.70 a 
litre would do the trick. 

I don’t think Bruce 
Coclcburn was thinking 
about gas prices when he 
penned the lyrics, “The 
trouble with normal is it 
always gets worse.” But he 
might as well have been.

O A small world 
for small cars 

It has devotees here and 
around the world, but 
most North Americans 
have been historically in¬ 
different — nay, extremely 
rude — to the small-car 
movement. 

Give us something with 
gravitas and an engine that 
doesn’t sound like a weed 
whacker, or give us noth¬ 
ing. 

Some argue that the 
first rock ‘n’ roll song ever 
was Rocket 88, which liter¬ 
ally sang the praises of the 
1949 Oldsmobile Rocket 88 
with its V8 engine. Would 
we even have rock ‘n’ roll 
if Oldsmobile had instead 
introduced the 1949 Chi¬ 
huahua 1.2? 

As we enter the 2011 
model year, it’s obvious 
that the sands of small-car 
sentiment have shifted; 
why else the sudden spike 
in interesting small-car of¬ 
ferings on this side of the 
pond? 

Consider the Ford Fies¬ 
ta, Mazda2, Chevrolet 
Craze, Kia Soul and Nissan 
Juke. 

Or how about the wait- 
ing-in-the-wings Ford Fo¬ 
cus, Fiat 500, and 
Chevrolet Spark? 

Does this signify that 
this continent is finally 
ready for its own small-car 
movement? 

If you compare 2010 
summer sales statistics to 
the summer of 2009, the 
answer is no. 

Pickups, large-ish wag¬ 
ons and upscale sedans 
racked up sales increases, 
while sales of small-vehicle 
nameplates went south. 

As this dip coincided 
with low or benign gas 
prices, many have won¬

Most last-generation 
Crown Vic owners say they 
loved the balance of com¬ 
fort and handling, and a 
nice blend of performance 
and fuel economy. Cargo 
space, ride quality, interior 
space, seats and noise lev¬ 
els were highly rated, too. 
Cheap repairs and parts 
round out the package. 

► WHAT OWNERS HATE: 


Non-illuminated cruise con¬ 
trol buttons and limited at- 
hand storage were 
common complaints. Due 
to the Crown Vic's size, it 
wasn't easy for some driv¬ 
ers to park, either. 

► COMMON ISSUES: 

Ensure all power windows 
work properly in both direc¬ 
tions, as several owners 
have complained of slow or 
“sticky" power window op¬ 
eration before having to re¬ 
place power window 


VERDICT 


The Crown Victoria has a 
history of use in police 
pursuit, performing “PIT” 
manoeuvres, hopping 
curbs and running hard 
for endless hours. 

Ultimately, a properly- 
maintained model should 
prove tough, dependable 
and largely trouble-free 
for owners. 


regulators. Note that a tick¬ 
ing sound from the engine 
could be caused by a bad 
exhaust manifold gasket 
and/or stud. Some models 
were known for a coolant 
leak from the intake mani¬ 
fold, but a Ford mechanic 
should be able to quickly 
diagnose and address this 
problem. Other than a few 
other accessory belt-related 
issues, the Crown Victoria's 
powertrain largely seems a 
solid and proven performer.

T here are three 
certainties in 
this life: death,

With the current 911 
(code named 997) nearing 
the end of its life cycle, the 
folks at Zuffenhausen have 
been rolling out specialty 
models as fast 
Brangelina can col¬ 
lect orphans. The 
latest in this 
volley is the 
2012 911 GTS, 
which brings 
the available 
North Ameri¬ 
can 911 model 
count to 19. 

Having arrived 
last December, the rear- 
wheel-drive-only Carrera 
GTS will come as both 
Coupe and Cabriolet, 
priced at $126,400 and 
$136,100, respectively. 

In simple terms, the 408 
horsepower GTS bridges 
the gap between the 385 
hp Carrera S and the bust- 
your-gut hardcore 435 hp 
GT3. On the road, the GTS 



is much closer in de¬ 
meanor to the reasonably 
civilized Carrera S, being a 
juiced up version of that 
car, and not a softened 
GT3. 

Unlike the garden vari¬ 
ety rear-wheel drive Car¬ 
reras, the GTS got the wide 
body treatment, giving it a 
big, bad booty that broad¬ 
casts some serious attitude 
while giving the car a 32 
mm wider rear track and 
305/30ZR 19 rear steam¬ 
roller tires on black GTS- 
specific centre-lock alloys. 

Other visual tweaks in¬ 
clude a SportDesign Pack¬ 
age snout, black 
lower body trim 
from the GT2, 
black lettering 
(silver if your 
car is black) 
and special 
quad tailpipes. 
The GTS 
goes down the 
road courtesy of the 
same naturally-aspirated 
3.8L direct-injection flat- 
six found in the Carrera S, 
but here it makes an addi¬ 
tion 23 hp thanks to a new 
hand-polished aluminum 
intake plenum with six 
flaps that optimize airflow 
across the rev range. A 
broader torque curve gives 
the engine greater flexibil¬ 
ity.

Technology very seldom 
comes with simple solu¬ 
tions. 

Automakers are continu¬ 


ally working to reduce 
emissions and make vehi¬ 
cles more fuel-efficient, but 
it comes at a cost. 

These improved combus¬ 
tion systems generate more 
heat than many traditional 
exhaust gaskets can handle. 

“As these temperatures 
grow, the traditional mate¬ 
rials simply don’t work,” 
says Jim Zwiclc, global direc¬ 


tor of technology for auto¬ 
motive supplier Federal- 
Mogul. 

“This results in massive 
exhaust leaks.” 

Expanded graphite gas¬ 
kets bum up in these high¬ 
er temperatures, Zwiclc 
says, while stainless steel 
gaskets lose their strength 
and don’t seal tightly. 

In extreme cases, the 


weakened steel gasket can 
even eventually crack un¬ 
der the strain. 

The solution is high tem¬ 
perature alloy (HTA) materi¬ 
als, made of different types 
of metals and chemical 
compositions that are less 
likely to be affected by the 
heat. 

These materials can still 
do their job when tempera¬

than twice what most con¬ 
ventional gasket material 
can tolerate. 

Federal-Mogul also pro¬ 
duces high temperature 
coatings, and in some appli¬ 
cations, the HTA gasket is 
taken a step further with an 
additional coat of this mate¬ 
rial. 

“The coating gives the 
ability to micro-seal, which 
is important for emissions 
legislation,” Zwiclc says. 
“Where there is a joint, the 
two edges will seal better, 
to a zero leakage rate poten¬ 
tial.” 

HTA technology was ini¬ 
tially used in heavy-duty 
diesel engines, which were 
subject to increasingly 
strict emissions legislation. 

Improvements to the 
emission control systems to 
meet these standards re¬ 
sulted in more complex 
structures and an increased 
number of joints where the 
components fit together. 

Since eveiy joint has the 
potential to leak, especially 
as the vehicle gets older 
and vehicle movement 
takes its toll, HTA gaskets

and coatings were used to 
help solve the problem. 

HTA technology is now 
playing an increasing role 
in everyday consumer vehi¬ 
cles, since many automak¬ 
ers are now using 
turbochargers to coax more 
power out of smaller, more 
fuel-efficient engines. 

These create a more 
complex system with more 
joints, as well as extra ex¬ 
haust heat inherent to tur¬ 
bocharged systems. 

“In many applications, 
the exhaust flange tempera¬ 
tures are almost twice as 
hot as they were before,” 
Zwiclc says. 

“This coating technology 
minimizes the ability for 
the gasket to fail.”
